The 
Jersey barricade, which the Armory has put up 
there since 9/11. 

Ms. Young saw the officer we know 
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as Sergeant Lawrence, parked his car. They 
met in front of me. I didn't have to move. 
And Ms. Young asked the sergeant why couldn't 
they sell the hats with the W on it. 

Q Okay, let me clarify. You were 
standing near another police officer -- 

A No , ma ' am . 

Q You were not? 

A No , ma ' am . 

Q At that point you were not close 
to the other police officer anymore? 

A I was at least thirty feet away 
for him. I yelled to him and said, "Hey man, 
what's your assignment today?" 

Q Okay. Where did Sergeant Lawrence 
park his vehicle? 

A Right in front of the Armory, in 
the service road lane, the outer service road 
lane. In other words, on the other side of 
the barricade, the Jersey barricade.

A And I told the sergeant, I said, 
"Sir, that's not correct." I said several 
years ago when the Redskins were here, that 
they tried to copyright the cursive W, and I 
also said, since we just got finished with the 
inauguration, I said everybody would ask for 
the hats with the W on them.

A Okay . 

Q And then what happened? 
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A Then he asked me who I was . 

Q Okay, and what did you tell him? 

A I told him I was a citizen voicing 
my First Amendment right, freedom of speech. 

Q Okay. Did you identify yourself 
at any point as a retired police officer? 

A No , ma ' am . 

Q Were you carrying a gun with you 
at that time? 

A Yes , ma ' am . 

Q Did you tell this police officer, 
at any time -- right in this moment that we're 
in, that you had a gun with you? 

A No , ma ' am . 

MR. LATTIMER: Objection as to 
relevance and materiality. 

MS. VALDES: Okay, go ahead. 
THE WITNESS: No, ma'am. 
BY MS. VALDES: 

Q Okay, so you told the police 
officer that that was incorrect, were you 
speaking to him in the same tone of voice that

Q Okay, and the n he responded, he 
asked you who you were and you said?

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exercising my First Amendment right, freedom 
of speech.

A Then he told me I had to leave 
this area, and I said, "Sir, I haven't 
violated any laws, I'm just he voicing my 
opinion. " 

Q And then what happened? 

A And then, about that time Ms. 
Sayles and Ms. Young left, and the 
representatives from Consumer Regulatory 
Affairs was probably a hundred feet down. 
They went to get them because the officer said 
that they had to leave the area. 

Q Okay . 

A And again, I just told the 
sergeant, I said, "That is not correct." At 
no time did I raise my voice. I was talking 
to them very politely, I gave them all the 
respect in the world. 

Q Okay. And then what happened? 

A And then I decided -- I was 
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leaning against the Jersey barricade with my 
hand folded and I said to myself, this 
sergeant is out of control. He does not know 
the vending regulation. So I stood up from 
the wall, looked the sergeant straight in the 
eye, I said, "Sir, am I under arrest?" 

Q Okay, you said, "I just told 
myself." Were you thinking that or did you 
actually say that out loud?

A Okay. That he was out of control 
and that he does not know the vending 
regulation. 

Q Okay . 

A And I stood up from the wall, and 
I said, "Sir, am I under arrest?"

I 
proceeded to turn right to walk away from him, 
because to this time I just know that this 
sergeant was not, you know, correct about what 
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he was doing. I walked -- I turned away from 
him after he didn't -- I gave him time. I 
gave him a chance to answer . I looked him 
dead in the eye, I said, "Sir, am I under 
arrest?" He didn't say nothing. 

I proceeded to my right to walk 
away. He threw me against the Jersey 
barricade, put the handcuffs on me. I didn't 
resist, and the first thing he said out of his 
mouth is that "Now I'll find out who you are." 
I responded, I said, "Sir, why are you placing 
me under arrest?" "You're interfering with 
our investigation. " And I said, "Sir, what 
investigation? " 

Q How many times did Officer 
Lawrence ask you to leave the area? 

A One time. 

Q Okay. And why did you not comply? 

A Because I did not do anything 
wrong. I did not violate any laws or 
regulations. I was in front of the Armory. 
I was not in an area of high drug or high 
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an area where you were conducting -- where you 
were talking to other citizens, did you ever 
ask anyone to leave the area? 

MR. LATTIMER: Objection as to 
relevance and materiality. 

THE WITNESS: No, ma'am. 
BY MS. VALDES: 

Q You never did? 

A No. 

Q In your 26 years, you never did? 

A That's correct. 

Q Okay, and I guess — let's move 
forward. So, basically, at that point, did 
you tell, at any time. Officer Lawrence, that 
you were a retired police officer? 

A No , ma ' am . 

Q You did not. And at any time, did 
you tell him that you had a gun with you? 

A No , ma ' am . 

Q You did not? 

A No , ma ' am .

You said 
that they refused to allow you to pay the 
collateral, but then you're saying that they

A And approximately nine o'clock, 
nine or ten when they change the shift, she 
came back to the cell block and said, "Can you 
walk?" I said, "Yes, I can walk." "Do you 
want to go to court?" I said, "I'd like to 
pay my collateral and get a court date. " "You 
don't tell us what you want done." And I 
said, well, ma'am, also I never been arrested 
before so I'm eligible for citation. "Well 
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you don't tell us what you want us to do."

A Sergeant Lawrence came back to the 
cell block three different times. The first 
time he asked me who did I want to notify. I 
told him that, don't worry about me, somebody 
was already there to, you know, notified. He 
came back again and said, who do you want us 
to notify. So I told him, I said, I would 
like for you to notify former Councilmember 
Douglas Moore, former Councilmember Nadine 
Winters, Catania, and Graham, because I know 
them personally. That's what I told him. 

Then he left and came back a third time 
and he said why didn't you tell me that you 
were a police officer.
